During the last 10 years we have 
stood up time and time again to protect our 
eighborhood.

This is our 10th Anniversary issue 
d we will use it to remember what we've 
accomplished, what we've learned, the 
times we won, and the times we lost. 


Ironbound Stands Up 


The victories achieved by Ironbound 
residents during the last 10 years include: 
Hennessey Park got new playground 
equipment, the Brill St. area was not 
“blighted”, Hawkins St. School got some 
repairs, toxic chemicals have been re- 
moved, Ironbound Community School won 
$65,000 in a battle with the School Board, 
companies that were breaking the law 
have been forced to clean up or move out, 
college courses have begun, senior citizens 
are getting hot meals delivered to their 
doors, children are getting early health 
screenings to prevent disease, pollution 
from a few factories has been stopped, the 
closing of fire companies has been 
prevented, dangerous buildings have been 
fixed up or knocked down, and different 
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ethnic groups - Black, White, Portuguese, 
Puerto rican, Cuban, Polish, Italian, 
Brazilian, and more - have worked 
together successfully. 

Sometimes progress has been immediate 
and visible and other times it is difficult to 
see and slow to come by. Ironbound people 
handed out 
fliers, written Tetiera". talked to their 
neighbors, marched together, held demon- 
strations and rallies, worked with people 
from other parts of-the city, challenged 
politicians, government and corporate 
officials. 

Sometimes we've been ignored by 
officials, the newspapers, radio and TV. 
Other times we've appeared on the front 
page of the newspaper and the 6 o'clock 
news. We've often had to put up with 
politicians making promises, breaking 
their word, and then making excuses. 
Sometimes we've had to hire lawyers to 
fight for our rights in court. But progress is 
made up of many small steps that when 
added together spell VICTORY. 

We've also learned a lot. We've seen how 
much power large corporations have. 
How they influence and control the 
government. But, we've also seen that as 
in the story in the Bible, David can beat 
Goliath. 

Corporations and government officials 
break the laws and often get away with it. 


We've learned that it is up to us to make 
sure that the laws are enforced. 

We've seen that the corporations want 
our land, our neighborhood. They've tried 
to use the zoning laws to get it. And all too 
often, the City Council, Board of Adjust- 
ment and the Central Planning Board 


“have let them do it. We've learned that if = 


ordinary people find out what's going on, 
organize and protest their actions, we can 
often beat them. But sometimes the 
p and the money are too much and we 
ose. 

We've learned that our worst enemy is 
believing that you can't fight city hall. 
Politicans often try to seem sympathetic 
and that they're on our side and then try to 
convince us that we can't win. But we have 
won. 

In this issue we will be publishing some 
of the stories of Ironbound residents 
fighting for their rights, fighting to protect 
their homes, fighting to protect their 
health and the health and safety of their 
children. When we started preparing this 
issue we thought all the stories would fit in 
one issue. We were wrong. There have been 
so many stories of Ironbound people 
standing up for their rights that we can 
only make a beginning. We will continue 
to tell these important stories during the 
rest of this our 10th Anniversary Year. 


Over the years, Ironbound residents have fought firehouse closings every time they 
happened. Because of residents work, several firehouses were reopened or never closed. 
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“We Made Sure It Was Fair.” 


One of the biggest successes in Newark 
history was the clean up and renovation of 
the old Prudential Apartments on Fleming 
Ave. At one time more than 400 families 
lived in the building. The landlords then 
decided that they could make more money 
by just collecting the rents, refusing to 
provide heat, and letting the building fall 
apart. For years, tenants had to put up 
with horrible conditions. Then in October, 
1977, another corporation bought the 
building and said they wanted to renovate 
it using government money. The problems 
for the tenants got worse. The tenants 
were legally entitled to relocation benefits 
but the corporation and the city didn’t 
want to pay for the benefits. Instead, they 
let the conditions get worse to force the 
tenants out. Fires started occurring 
regularly. No one could prove who was 
setting the fires, but the landlord clearly 
benefitted because more tenants got scared 
and moved. The remaining tenants went 
on a rent strike and took the landlord to 
court but nothing improved. In July, 1978, 
the remaining 100 tenants were told that 


they had to move by September 1, or they’ 


wouldn't be allowed to. move back when 
the building was completed. The tenants 
decided to organize so they could the good 
apartments when the buidling was finally 
fixed up. 

After the tenants were forced out, things 
got so bad that people who lived near the 
building got angry. There were frequent 
fires that endangered the whole neighbor- 
hood, rats and roaches leaving the broken 
down building and looking for a new place 
to live, and dangers for the children who 
walked by to school. Violations were 
issued by the City but they didn't take the 
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Students and neighbors went to City Hall 
to ask that the vacant Prudential Apart- 
ments be cleaned up and secured.

* Ironbound Information Center, 
located at 95 Fleming Ave., provides 
information about social services avail- 
able to Ironbound residents. Workers at 
the center have told Ironbound residents 
about SSI and Food Stamps, who to call if 
you have no heat, Social Security Disabili- 
ty (and how to appeal if you are denied 
benefits), money for utility bills, the $2 
prescription program, the Pregnancy 
Discrimination Act (which extended 
health benefits to working women), 
workers rights to health and safety (the 
OSHA laws and workers rights to see their 
medical records), and other programs. 

The Information Center also sponsors 
Food Stamp Application Day once a 
month, and Free Income Tax Assistance 
at tax time.

On March 24, 1981, 80 people met with 
Aspen's management at St. Aloysius 
School Hall. They learned that the 
company was reducing the number of 
apartments from more than 400 down to 
255, and that there would be very few 3 
and 4 bedroom apartments for large 
families. Based on continued pressure 
from the former tenants and Ironbound 
residents, the number of large apartments 
for families was increased from 5 to 25. 
The company also said that they agreed 
that there would be priority for the tenants 
who had previously lived in the building, 
but they gave no guarantees. we 

Tenants investigated the finances of the 
project. They learned that the Newark City 
Council gave Aspen a $370,000 tax break 
on previously owed taxes in addition to a 
tax abatement for the future. Aspen was 
also going to collect huge subsidies from 
the federal government. While tenants 
would pay normal rents, Aspen was going 
to get up to $936 a month for each 
apartment! This meant huge profits for the 
company. 

Further dangers existed in the building 
because it was completely open and 
children could get in to play there. 
Residents forced the company to brick up 
the first floor. 

The group held another meeting June 11, 
1981, and formed the Prudential Apart- 
ments Committee. 100 people attended 
and demanded a fair application system 
with public scrutiny, priority for former 
residents, priority for neig ood 
people, and the right of senior citizens 
choose whether they wanted a studio or 
one bedroom apartment. The company 
had proposed that senior citizens be 


way to make sure that pr a TTT 
process for the new apartments was fair 
was if they watched every step of the- 
way. Members of the Prudential Apart- 
ments Committee showed up at St. 
Aloysius Hall at 6 in the morning on 
August 11, 1981 to watch while the 
company was handing out applications. 
They kept a duplicate list of all applicants, 
so they would know if anyone tried any 
illegal tactics to get their friends apart- 
ments. It worked! For the first time, it 
was a fair application process. 

While the owners were making money 
hand over fist, they still made life difficult 
for everyone else. On Oct. 24, 1981, the day 
for senior citizens to apply for the 
apartments, they were made to line up and 
wait and wait and wait. The Ironbound 
Health Project provided their health van 
to make life easier and provide for any 
possible health emergencies. The Health 
Van staff provided coffee and chairs. 

Finally, the first 40 families moved into 
the completed apartments. They found 
that the company had made a lot of 
money, but the elevators were not working . 
right and the gas meters were not 
installed. The first thing they did was to 
form a Tenants Association to fight for 
better conditions in the building. 

The Tenants Association set to work 
making a list of all the construction 
problems in the building. They found 
hundreds of problems, including leaks in 
the roof, boilers that didn’t work, holes in 
the walls, plumbing problems, etc. They 
gave the owner a complete list and 
demanded action. The roof and boilers and 
some of the other problems were fixed - at | 
least temporarily. Other problems went 
unrepaired and the Tenants Association 
have had a continuing fight to get repairs 
done and make sure maintenance and 
security services are provided in the 
building. 
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Ironbound Says “No!” 


Ironbound residents first became aware 
of the great dangers of toxic chemicals 
stored in the neighborhood in March, 1979. 
There was an explosion and fire on Paris 
St. The firemen who put out the fire started 
getting sick from being exposed to the 
chemicals that were stored there. Resi- 
dents had no idea the problem was so bad. 
Eventually health screenings were ordered 
for some of the residents. 

In April, 1980, there was a huge fire and 
explosion at an illegally operating toxic 
waste facility - Chemical Control in 
Elizabeth. Elizabeth residents were wor- 
ried about the effects of the chemical 
explosion. The disaster scared people all 
over New Jersey. A month later the New 
Jersey Department of Environmental 
Protection (DEP) announced that there 
were 15 “hotspots” suspected of storing 
toxic chemical wastes in Newark. Iron- 
bound residents figured that there were 
probably more than the 15 the state told us 
about. 

In July 1980, an engineer living in 
Ironbound read about a proposed toxic 
waste facility planned for this neighbor- 
hood in a chemical engineering journal. 
He told people at the Ironbound Health 
Project who set up a meeting with the 
Vice President of At Sea Incineration on 
August 11, 1980. We learned that huge 
amounts of toxic wastes from all over the 
country would be brought to Ironbound. 

In November, 1980, we learned that 
another company, SCA, which was 
already storing toxic chemicals in Iron- 
bound, wanted to expand! At first, on 
Nov.3, 1980, the Newark Central Planning 
Board ruled against SCA's proposal for an 
incinerator and expanded storage of 
chemicals. On Nov. 12, 1980, the DEP held 
a public hearing to consider permits for the 
expanded storage of chemicals. Ironbound

residents spoke against it, joined by the 
Hudson Regional Health Commission. 
They lost, and on Nov. 19, 1980, the DEP 
approved the permit. 

Ironbound residents didn't give up. They 


decided to fight all attempts by corpo- . 


rations to bring more toxic wastes to 
Ironbound. On Dec. 11, 1980, they held a 
forum to let everyone know about the At 
Sea proposal. Don Silvey, a fireman who 
was at the Chemical Control explosion, let 
people know the dangerous situation they 
would be dealing with. Ironbound 
Voices and the New Jersey Committee on 
Occupational Safety and Health let people 
know about the cancers and other diseases 
caused by even small amounts of toxic 
chemicals. 

Meanwhile, people on Brill St. found out 
about plans by the All County Corpora- 
tion to store toxic chemicals on their

street. On Dec. 18, 1980, residents went to 
Newark Municipal Court where All 
County was being charged with illegal 


storage of toxic chemicals. The City 
attorney was reluctant to let residents 
testify in the case but they demanded the 
right to be heard. After all, it was they and 
their children who would be put in danger. 
They wanted hazardous wastes removed. 
As a result of their pressure the judge fined 
the company $10,000 and ordered that all 
the chemicals be removed. It took until 
April, 1981, but all the chemicals were 
removed! 

In February, 1981, Ironbound residents 
decided that a permanent organization 
was needed, dedicated to getting all toxic 
chemicals removed from Ironbound and 
making sure that no more chemicals were 
brought here. The organization was 
named the Ironbound Committee A- 
gainst Toxic Wastes (ICATW). 

The first step the new group took was to 
form an alliance with other groups in the 
area that were also threatened by the toxic 
chemicals. This organization was called 
the Greater Newark Bay Coalition 
Against Toxic Wastes and included 
people from Elizabeth, Jersey City, 
Harrison, Kearny and Bayonne. The 
Ironbound people joined 300 others at a 
flashlight vigil held in Elizabeth in 
memory of the people hurt at the Chemical 
Control fire 

The Greater Newark Bay Coalition 
included Coalition for a United Elizabeth, 
N.J. Committee for Occupational Safety 
and Health, the Ironbound Health Project, 
N.J. Public Interest Research Group, the 
N.J. Toxics Project, Rutgers Law School 
Environmental Law Council, the Iron- 
bound Group, the Essex County Safe 
Energy Alternatives (SEA) Alliance, and 
the Rutgers Law School Land Use 


Ironbound residents won a victory against 
a plan by SCA to incinerate toxic wastes. 


Planning Service. They produced a fact 
sheet about At Sea Incineration - what it 
was, where it would be located, who was 
involved, and what had happened in the 
past. 

At Sea responded by holding a meeting 
on June 10, 1981, at the Club Espana to try 
to convince labor, community and political 
leaders that their proposal was good. The 
meeting was supposed to be secret, but 
Ironbound residents found out about it and 
along with 30 friends from Coalition for 
United Elizabeth, they demanded to be let 
in. The result was that the local politicians 
in attendance were forced to speak out 
against At Sea. 

The ICATW knew that they would never 
be able to defeat a company as big as At 
Sea without help. Within a few months, 
ICATW had secured a lot of support. The 
New Jersey Medical Society, Hudson

Traffic At Incinerator Site 


Ironbound residents stopped traffic 
going into the site of the proposed 
incinerator for more than an hour and a 
half on Friday, April 8. A large group of 
residents, including senior citizens and 
children who were home for Easter 
vacation, joined the Rally called by the 
Ironbound Committee Against Toxic 
Waste. 

When two trucks attempted to enter the 
driveway, Ironbound residents stood in 
front of the trucks so they were forced to 
stop. Later, a Port Authority car tried to 
get in, and people also blocked the car. 
People marched in a picket line blocking 
all three vehicles. After about 1 hour, 
police told the group that they would be 
arrested if they continued to block the 
trucks. However, the residents agreed that 
they did not want to let the trucks through, 
and kept walking. 

About 30 minutes later, police reinforce- 
ments arrived, and without further 
warning, police began to physcially push 
people, including children and senior 
citizens, out of the way in order to clear a 
path for the trucks. The police also ripped 
two large banners in half, one belonging to 
the Ironbound Committee Against 
Toxic Waste and the other to Green- 
peace, the international environmental 
organization. Some people ran back out in 
front of the trucks after they were pushed 
to the side. “We just didn't want those 
trucks going through. We did everything 
we could to stop them,” said one person.

Dioxin: Invisible Danger 


Two weeks earlier, on March 29, a group 
of 50 Ironbound residents also slowed 
down traffic going in and out of the site for 
the proposed garbage incinerator. 

Several trucks could not get in or out 
because the driveway was blocked by one 
person’s van. The van was moved after 
police announced that they would tow it 
away. 

The demonstrators shouted, sang, and 
listened to several speakers. 

“The dioxin which will come out of this 
incinerator is invisible poison. You won’t 
see it or smell it, but it will kill you slowly,” 
said John Spadora, a member of Vietnam 
Veterans of America (VVOA). 

“T speak from experience. Those of us in 
Vietnam walked around in dioxin and now 
10% of us have some kind of cancer, birth 
defects or genetic damage in our families.”

Michael Gordon, the lawyer for the 
ICATW, spoke about the court cases to 
stop the incinerator. In addition to the case 
in Essex County court, the lawyers are 
going into federal court to challenge the 


way the federal government gives out its | 


air pollution permits. “You are going to 
have hundreds of tons of pollution coming 
out of this plant even when it operates 
normally,” Gordon said. Gordon said that 
Governor Kean and Department of 
Environmental Commissioner Richard 
Dewling are not enforcing the laws of the 
state of New Jersey. “We want to know 
why this is happening. We believe this 
incinerator will be stopped.” 

Neil Garfinkle from the White Lung 


Association expressed the support of his 
group for the fight against the incinerator. 
“We support any community which is 
organizing to protect itself and prevent 
pollution,” he said. 

Steve Young from Greenpeace, whose 
members attended the demonstration, 


get rid of our garbage than burning it and 
causing our children to breathe those toxic 
fumes.” 

Arnold Cohen said, “We will be back 
here at this site. We will not allow this 
garbage incinerator to be built. We will 
fight it in the courts, and we will be out 
here to let everybody know that we don't 
want it here.” 

Ironbound residents are holding an

Residentes do Ironbound

Os residentes do Ironbound paraaram o 
transito que ia e vinha do proposto local 
para a construção do incenerador por mais 
de uma hora e meia na 6 4 feira dia 8 de 
Abril. Um grupo grande de residentes, 
incluindo criancas e muitos outros, 
juntaram-se á demonstracáo promovida 
pelo Comité do Ironbound Contra os 
Productos Tóxicos (ICATW). Quando dois 
enormes camides tentaram entrar, residen- 
tes do Ironbound colocaram-se em frente 
dos camides que foram forcados a parar. 
Mais tarde um carro do “Port Authority” 
tentou entrar, mas varias pessoas opuse- 
ram-se. Muita gente marchou em sinal de 
protesto bloqueando as 3 viaturas. Depois 
de 1 hora, a policia disse ao grupo que 
seriam presos se continuassem a impedir 
os camides. Contudo, as pessoas concorda- 
ram em não deixar entrar os camiões e 
continuaram a marchar. 

30 minutos mais tarde, chegaram 
reforcos da policia e sem mais nenhum 
aviso, comecaram a empurrar as pessoas 
incluindo criancas e pessoas da 3% idade 
para abrir caminho para os camides.

Os demonstradores gritaram, cantaram 
e ouviram varios oradores. 

“O dioxin que vira do incenerador é um 
veneno invisivel. Não se vê, nem se cheira 
mas matará lentamente,” disse John 
Spadora, um membro dos Veteranos do 
Vietnam, VVOA. “Falo por experiencia 
daqueles que estivemos em contacto com 
este produto, agora 10% temos alguna 
especie de cancro ou defeitos no nacimento 
nas nossas familias.” 

“Você não saberá se está a ficar doente. 
O dioxin afectará os tomates que você 
cultiva. Você come os tomates, e fica 
doente, e nem sequer se da conta. Os seus 
filhos ficarão incapazes de ter filhos. Uma 
vez que o dioxin entra no corpo aí 
permanecerá. Pessoas ficarão doentes e 
morrerão.” 

Michael Gordon, o advogado do Comité 
do Ironbound Contra os Productos Tóxi- 
cos, falou acerca dos casos do tribunal 
para parar o incenerador. 

Steven Young da Greenpeace, cujos 
membros tambem atenderam a demon- 
stração disse: “Há mais enconomica e 


mais saudável forma de eliminar o lixo do- 


que queima lo e obrigar os nossos filhos a 
respirar os fumos tóxicos.” 

Arnold Cohen disse, “Voltaremos aqui. 
Não permetiremos a construção do incene- 
rador.

No mes de Março de 1979, os residentes do 
Ironbound aperceberam-se do grande 
perigo que estavam correndo com relação 
aos materiais tóxicos armazenados na 
vizinhança. Houve uma grande explosão 
na Paris St. Os bombeiros que estiveram 
presentes naquele acidente, começaram 
ficar doentes, devido ficarem expostos aos 
produtos tóxicos alí armazenados. Até 
então, os residentes daquela área não 
tinham a menor idéia da seriedade do 
problema. Muitos tiveram que serem 
submetidos a extensivos testes de saúde. 

Em Abril de 1980, houve um grande 
incêndio acompanhado de explosões num 
local onde estavam armazenados 
ilegalmente produtos altamente tóxicos, na 
cidade de Elizabeth. Os residentes daquela 
localidade, preocupados com os efeitos que 
aquelas explosões causariam à saúde deles, 
ficaram desesperados. Aquele desastre 
alarmou pessoas de todo o estado de Nova 
Jersey. Um mes mais tarde, o 
Departamento de Proteção do Meio 
Ambiente (DEP) denunciou a existência de 
15 locais usados na armazenação ilegal de 
produtos tóxicos, altamente poluentes, na 
cidade de Newark. Todavia, os moradores 
do lronbound estão plenamente 
convencidos que existem muito mais do que 
os 15 que o governo denunciou. 

Em Julho de 1980, um engenheiro 
químico residente no Ironbund, ficou 
sabendo através de um artigo publicado 
numa revista engenharia química, que 
planejavam construir naquele bairro, um 
depósito com a finalidade de armazenar 
produtos químicos. Este engenheiro, numa 
reunião realizada no dia 11 de Agosto de

No dia 11 de Novembro de 1980, o 
DEP realizou um plebiscito junto à

Novembro de 1980, o DEP, desrespeitando 
a opinião dos residentes do Ironbound, 
concedeu sinal verde para a firma seguir 
em frente com seus planos, os quis são de 
transformar a próspera comunidade do 
Ironbound num depósito de lixo atômico. 
No entanto, os residentes do Ironbound 
não desistiram. Decidiram lutar afim de 
impedir que esta compania poluisse ainda 
mais o Ironbound com seus produtos 
químicos. No dia 11 de Dezembro de 1980, 
realizaram um forum afim de concientizar 
a população sobre as intenções da firma 
“Incineração no Mar (At Sea)”. Don Silvey, 
um bombeiro que esveve presente num 
incêndio com explosões envolvendo 
produtos químicos, concientizou os 
ouvintes sobre os perigos que estavam 


DOr muitos anos tem publicado artigos 
expando os perigos que os residentes do 
bairro Ironbound estão “correndo de 
contrairem cancer bem como outras 
doenças, por ficarem expostos à todos estes 
químicos armazenados no bairro. 

Os moradores da Brill St. descobriram 
que a compania “All County” tinha planos 
de armazenar produtos tóxicos naquela 
rua. Em Dezembro de 1980, eles ao Tribunal 
Municipal de Newark, no qual corria 
processo contra esta firma pelo fato de estar 
armazenando ilegalmente produtos 
químicos perigos. O advogado da cidade 
recusava deixar os visitantes se 
expressarem. No entanto, despois de muita 
pressão, os moradores foram ouvidos. 
Afinal, são eles e suas famílias que estão 
sendo prejudicados. Eles exigiram a 
remoção daqueles materiais tóxicos. O 
resultado daquela audiência, foi uma multa 
de $10.000 para aquela firma bem como a 
remoção de todos os produtos químicos.

Em Fevereiro de 1981, o povo do 
Ironbound acharam necessário a formação 
de uma organização permanente, dedicada 
exclusivamente a lutar pela eliminação 
completa de todos os produtos tóxicos 
armazenados no Ironbound e certificar que 
nenhum outro produto da mesma natureza 
seja removido para cá. Esta nova 
organização foi registrada sob o nome de 
“Comitê Contra Desperdícios Tóxicos 
(ICATW)”.

Uno de los mas grandes sucessos en la 
historia de Newark fue la renovación de 
los viejos Apartamentos Prudential en la 
Avenida Fleming. En una occasión, mas 
de 400 familias vivieron el en edificio. Pero 
los dueños luego decidieron que “ellos 
ganarian mas dinero si solo colectarian 
alquiler y rehusaran a proveer calefacción 
y dejar que el edificio deteriorara. Por años 
los inquilinos tuvieron que aceptar 
condiciones horribles. Luego en Octubre 
1977, otra corporación compró el edificio y 
dijo que queria renovar el edificio usando 
dinero del govierno. El problema empeoró 
para los inquilinos. Los inquilinos tenian 
derecho legal para beneficios de relocación 
pero la corporación y la ciudad no querian 
pagar por ellos. En vez dejaron que la 
condición deteriorara para forzar a los 
inquilinos a mudarse. Fuegos comenzaron 
a formarse regularmente. Nadie podia 
comprobar que los fuegos eran planeados, 
pero el dueño se beneficiaba de ellos 


porque los inquilinos se mudaban de miedo - 


antes de que colectaban el dinero que les

Los residentes del Ironbound detuvieron 
el trafico donde se propuso construirse el 
incinerador por más de una hora y media el 
viernes, Abril 8. Un gran grupo de 
residentes, incluyendo muchos niños fuera 
de la escuela por las vacaciones de Pascuas, 
envejecientes, y otros, se unieron a la 
protesta llevada acabo por el "Tron bound 
Committee Against Toxic Waste.
